OF THE GREATEST RARITY AND AN UNDOUBTED ORIGINAL 


ENGRAVING, CONTEMPORARY WITH THE WELL-KNOWN ONE OF 
THE SAME SUBJECT BY PAUL REVERE. . 


A doubt has been expressed by some as to whether this is an 
independent engraving, or merely a reprint of Revere’s. W. 
Loring Andrews states from ‘ hearsay” that it isa reprint, 
with Revere’s name erased and that of ‘‘Milliken” (sic) 
inserted, and that it was issued about 1830. Itis quite certain 
that if Mr. Andrews had been able to obtain the print, and 
examine it, he would never have repeated such a statement, 
for an examination would have shown the difference. (In 
passing, it is noteworthy to remark that noted collector’s inabil- 
ity to find a copy of this Mulliken engraving, while there was 
no difficulty in getting that by Revere.) Messrs. Libbie, of 
Boston, who sold a copy about a year ago, also failed to notice the 
crucial points that clearly indicate an independent engraving, 
merely pointing out a few differences in the inscription, and 
that the original copper of this is one-eighth smaller than 
Revere’s. 

Some of the points of difference that show an ‘original engrav- 
ing we will proceed to indicate: 

The cupola on the left of the Town House has seven support- 
ing columns in Revere’s; in Mulliken’s only six. - 

The first balcony on the Town House has eight and a half 
balusters in Revere’s; in this only six and a half. 

The second balcony has eleven balusters in Revere’s; in this 
only nine. 

The stone facing on the right corner below this second bal- 
cony has three prominent stones in Revere’s; in this only two. 

At the left extremity of the cloud of smoke, two heads are 
seen over it in Revere’s; in this they are entirely absent. 

The inscription on the top of Revere’s reads, “‘ the 29th. Reg.” ; 
in this it reads ‘‘ ye 29th. Regt.” 

Several other differences can be seen on a careful examina- 
tion, but these proofs are sufficient to show that this engraving 
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is not a reprint of Revere’s, but an independent one, though 
certainly based on the same design as that well-known print. 
As to its date, there cannot be the slighest doubt, from even a 
superficial examination, that it was contemporaneous, or even 
perhaps preceded the better known one. On this latter point 
there is room for theorizing. Did Mulliken take Revere’s 
engraving, transfer it to the copper, and then engrave it with 
the differences pointed out, or was the process vice versa? One 
possibility is that Henry Pelham had the design first engraved 
by Mulliken. He accused Revere of ‘‘stealing”’ his design, an 
accusation which it is difficult to account for except on the 
supposition that it had been published, and therefore readily 
available. In considering this supposition, it should be remem- 
bered that Revere took only four days to engrave and print his— 
a remarkably short time.
